Claims 1-5, 7-10, 12-14 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for 
the indication of allowable subject matter: The prior art does not disclose an electrically 
insulative housing of at least one jaw member including a support step that extends 
relative to an upper surface of the insulative housing, the support step dimensioned to 
support the sealing plate thereon, in combination with a thermally conductive, 
electrically nonconductive material disposed between the insulative housing and the 
electrically conductive sealing plate.
